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CURRENT ECONOMIC CONDITIONS IN CANADA 


Greater resistance was shown to reactionary influences in March than in 
the prec eding month. A slight gain was recorded in business operations con- 
trasting with the marked decline of the three preceding months. The money 
and banking factors continued strong, the index of capitalized bond yields 
reaching a new high point for the last 12 months. The rise in Dominion bonds 
has proceeded for about one year contrasting with the marked reaction during 
the first quarter of 1937. The present position is relatively high exceeding 
the levels of the post-war period except for a short time in 1936. Bank deposits 
recorded a gain at the first of March. Current loans were also slightly greater 
but this did not prevent the chartered banks from adding to their security holdings. 

The strength in grain prices tended to maintain the general wholesale 
level in Canada. The grain exchanges are now reflecting the influence of crop 
news and weather conditions have been favourable. The index of crop product 
prices dropped from 87-0 in February to 85-1. Animal products and non- 
ferrous metals averaged slightly higher than in the preceding month. The 
general index of wholesale prices was 83-1 against 83-6. Week by week whole- 
sale prices in general have been remarkably steady from the beginning of the 
year. This contrasts with the rise during the first quarter of 1937. Wholesale 
prices are consequently at a lower position than in the same week of last year. 
Common stock prices reacted sharply in the latter part of March reflecting 
adverse developments in Europe and the continuance of depressed business 
conditions in the United States. The index was 99-2 in March against 107-1 
in the preceding month. 

The index of the physical volume of business recorded a gain in March 
following the marked reaction during the preceding three months. The index 
computed from 46 factors onthe base of 1926 was 106-7 in February rising to 108-8 
in the month under review. Operations were uneven, a number of brilliant 
increases having been shown. 

The exports of copper were larger than in any other month, amounting 
to 53-8 million against 32-8 million pounds in February. The gain in nickel 
exports was less than normal for the season, the index receding from 332 to 252. 
The total outward shipment was 20-4 million pounds against 19-3 million in 
February. Zinc exports were larger than in any other March, the total having 
been 35-2 million pounds against 27-7 million in February. After seasonal 
adjustment, however, a decline was shown. Gold shipments rose sharply in 
March to the highest point in history. The total was 406,231 fine ounces against 
333,315 in the preceding month. The adjusted index rose from 234 to 278. 
Silver shipments were larger than in any other March in the post-war period, 
the total having been 3-3 million fine ounces. The adjusted index rose from 
105 in February to 169. Asbestos exports showed revival in March, the out- 
ward shipment having been 10,371 tons of the better grades compared with 
7,913 in February. The gain in bauxite imports was less than normal for the 
season, the index receding from 145 to 113. Coal output showed a recession 
from the preceding month even after seasonal adjustment, but was larger than 
in any other March since 1929. The total output was 1-22 million tons against 
1-39 million. 

The manufacture of foodstuffs showed a gain in March after seasonal ad- 
justment, the index rising from 89-5 to 93-6. The production of flour at 849,228 
barrels was nearly maintained. The sugar refining industry was more active, 
the index rising from 38-8 to 46-2. The production of the third four-week 
period was 26 million pounds against 19-95 million in February. The meat- 
packing industry was particularly active in March, the index advancing 10 
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points to 142. Cattle slaughterings were larger than in any other March of 
the last 18 years, the total being nearly 130,000 against 91,700 in February. 
A decline was shown in the slaughtering of sheep and lambs while hogs rose to a 
considerably higher point, the index advancing from 126 to 139. Gains were 
recorded in the production of factory cheese and creamery butter even after 
seasonal adjustment. The output of creamery butter was larger than in any 
other March since 1932. The production was more than 10 million pounds 
against 7-5 million in February. A considerable gain was shown in the export 
of canned salmon, the increase being greater than normal for the season. The 
release of tobacco was heavy, the index advancing from 183 to 191-5. The 
number of cigars made available was larger than in any other March since 1929, 
while the release of cigarettes was greater than in any March in history. The 
number of cigars and cigarettes made available were 11-1 million and 529-3 
million, respectively. The consumption of raw cotton indicating operations 
in the cotton textile industry was 9-97 million pounds against 8-3 million in 
February, the index advancing from 101 to 129. The imports of cotton yarn 
and thread recorded a decline, while a considerable increase was shown in the 
imports of wool for further manufacture. The total of the latter was 3-6 
million pounds against 1-5 million in February. The composite for the three 
factors indicating fluctuation in the textile industry rose from 108 to 131. 

The forestry industry was less active in March than in the preceding month 
making due allowance for seasonal tendencies. The composite of four factors 
receded from 111 to 103. The gain in newsprint production was less than 
normal for the season, the index dropping 12 points to 136-8. The exports of 
planks and boards amounted to more than 147 million feet compared with 118 
million in February. The increase was slightly less than seasonal expectations, 
the index receding from 75-8 to 73-2. The export of shingles was greater than 
in any other March in the post-war period. The total outward shipment was 
310,000 squares against 205,000 in February. 

The primary iron and steel industry expanded operations during March. 
The output of steel ingots was 118,676 long tons against 98,980 in February, 
the index advancing from 150 to 161. A galn was also shown in the output of 
pig iron which rose from 61,447 tons to 66,228. A slight gain in the output of 
automobiles was indicated but was much less than normal for the season, the 
total being 16,802 units against 16,066. The index receded from 80-1 to 62-2. 

The gain in coke production was slightly greater than normal for the season. 
The total was 218,233 tons against 199,340 in the preceding month. The 
index rose from 127-2 to 128-8. A considerable gain was shown in the imports 
of crude petroleum at 61 million gallons against slightly more than 40 million 
in February, the index rising from 142 to 168. The imports of crude rubber 
were considerably heavier in March than in the preceding month even after 
seasonal adjustment. The total was 4-8 million pounds against 1-4 million 
in February, the index advancing from 43-5 to 95. The manufacture of pneu- 
matic casings was somewhat lower in the latest month for which statistics are 
available, the index dropping from 75 to 63. 

The construction industry was more successful in obtaining new business 
during March, the composite based on contracts awarded and building permits 
rising from 31 in February to 45-3 in the month under review. Contracts 
awarded were $10-4 million while building permits amounted to $3-56 million. 
A considerable gain was shown in electric power production over the preceding 
month. The index rose from 167 to 173. The output during the month was 
2,258 million kilowatt hours compared with 2,058 million. After seasonal 
adjustment, carloadings were fully maintained in March at the level of the 
preceding month, the index remaining unchanged at 75. Exports showed an 
increase about equivalent to seasonal expectations, the total being $75-1 million 
against $60-98 million. The index after adjustment for price changes and 
seasonal considerations was 80-3 against 80-4 in the preceding month.

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Building Permits 

The value of building permits issued by 58 cities during March was $63 -6 
million, an increase of 1-2 million or 50-6 p.c. over February, but a decrease of 
46-7 p.c. from the same month of last year when the construction of several large 
industrial buildings was authorized. The cumulative total for the first quarter 
was $7-8 million compared with $10-5 million in the same period of last year. 
Gains were recorded during March in Nova Scotia, New Brunswick, Quebec, 
Manitoba, Saskatchewan and Alberta over the same month, 1937. 


Wheat Prospects and Stocks 

Farmers were generally encouraged by the heavy fall of snow over the 
Prairie Provinces on March 29 and 30. Agzin, between April 4 and 6, the greater 
part of Alberta received further beneficial snows or rains. Apart from this 
precipitation, there have been scattered rains elsewhere but not of much im- 
portance, and parts of Saskatchewan have been dry since the end of March. 
Meanwhile active preparations for seeding have ta,en place, since soil moisture 
conditions at the present time are better than has been the case in the past 
several years. The probable changes in this year’s wheat acreage will not be 
indicated until May 10 when the acreage intentions report is released. 

During the last two wee,s of March the primary receipts of wheat in the 
Prairie Provinces slac,ened off, but were up again over the million bushel level 
wee,ly for the first two weeks in April. Total receipts from August 1 to April 
16 in the three provinces amounted to 113-5 million bushels. About 9 million 
bushels of these receipts were expected to go back to farms for seed. Less 
than 12 million bushels on farms will be available for marketings during the 
balance of the crop year. 


Departmental Store Sales 


Sales of department stores in Canada averaged 6-6 p.c. lower in March this 
year than last, according to preliminary compilations of monthly sales figures 
submitted by all the larger departmental firms. The preliminary unadjusted 
index, on the base of average monthly sales for 1930 equals 100, stands at 66-1 
for March, 1938, compared with 57-8 for February and 70-8 for March, 1937. 
The decline below March last year reflected in part the fact that Easter is three 
weeks later this year than last. On making allowance for differences in the 
number of business days and on making a somewhat arbitrary adjustment for 
the shifting date of Easter, it is estimated that sales were about 2 p.c. lower in 
March this year than last. 


Wholesale Prices 


Wholesale prices remained very stable during the elapsed portion of the 
present year. Fluctuations were remarkably slight, week by week, during the 
first 15 weeks of the year. While the general level was steady, considerable 
changes occurred in a number of commodities. Severe reactions were shown 
among the non-ferrous metals, rubber and textiles. World prices of silver also 
declined following the cancellation of purchases from Mexico by the United States. 
During the early part of this year, wholesale prices showed appreciation over the 
corresponding period of 1937. During the first 14 weeks of 1937, a considerable 
advance was recorded. The result is that on balance there has been a decline of 
more than 4 p.c. from the same week of last year. Animal products advanced 
nearly 7 p.c. while crop products dropped nearly 10 p.c. and non-ferrous metals 
25 p.c. The unusual bearish character of the world’s wheat statistical position, 
coupled with the general favourable outlook for the harvest next autumn in 
Europe and North America resulted in the trend of prices continuing downward 
during March in spite of the recurrent burst of buying from more or less unusual 
quarters. These included Spain, Portugal and substantial purchases of Aus- 
tralian wheat by Russia and shipments to Vladivostok. Flour prices moved 
largely in sympathy with the wheat market. Although consumption of copper 


remained fairly satisfactory apart from the United States, prices fell to a low

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level at the end of the month. The prospect of a sustained advance in values is 
contingent upon a definite improvement in American trade. The statistical 
position in other countries is said to be good but copper stocks in the United 
States are becoming unwieldy. There was no lull in the demand for nickel in 
the British market as large tonnages were needed in connection with the govern- 
ment defence program. The quotation remained steady and unchanged. The 
International rubber regulation committee met on March 29 but made no 
change in the quota and postponed fixing the July-September quarter quota 
until May 31. The British market was disappointed and, having been weak 
previously in sympathy with New York, a further sharp decline in prices took place. 


Cost of Living 

Moderate increases in the price of foodstuffs and fuel were responsible 
for a rise in the cost of living index from 83-9 in February to 84-2 in March. 
The comparative figure for March, 1937, was 82-2. The retail food index ad- 
vanced from 77-9 to 78-6, while the fuel index moved up from 86-0 to 86-3, 
influenced by sub-index increases as follows: Coal from 86-6 to 86-9, coke from 
87-0 to 87-4, and wood from 79-0 to 79-9. A slight advance in hardware prices 
was not of sufficient importance to affect the miscellaneous index. 


Common Stocks 

A reactionary factor of the month was the severe decline in common stock 
prices. Advances had been shown during January and the latter part of Febru- 
ary, but continuous declines, week by week, during March resulted in a new low 
position since April, 1935. Reactionary developments in Europe and the United 
States were mainly responsible for the severe recession occurring on the Canadian 
markets. The general investors’ index declined from 108-9 in the week of 
February 28, to 87-9 in the last week of March. A revival set in during the 
early weeks of April counterbalancing only a portion of the decline of the pre- 
ceding month. 


Dividends 

Dividend declarations of Canadian corporations showed an increase of 19-4 
p.c. over April, 1937. The aggregate payments by the 143 companies considered 
in this connection exceeded $20,900,000. This represents an increase of 
$3,400,000 over the total of $17,500,000 reported in April, 1937. 


Bonds 

The volume of treasury bills outstanding increased by $5 million with the 
sale on April 13, of $30 million of 92-day bills at a new low cost basis of 0-503 
p.c. Decline in bank deposits places greater value on short-term bills and also 
tends to reduce new commitments of the banks in longer-term securities. As 
the C.N.R. is prepared to redeem $13-4 million of 3 p.c. bonds maturing May 1, 
without recourse to refinancing, prospects are for a limited amount of new 
financing in the nearby future. 

Despite the intermediate reaction in the latter part of March, the price of 
Dominion Government bonds has shown an upward trend during the elapsed 
portion of 1938. This development is in marked contrast to the downward 
fluctuation shown during the first quarter of 1937. The level of Dominion bonds 
is now relatively high showing an important increase over the same period of 
last year. The trend has been upward during the last 12 months and the present 
standing shows only a relatively slight deficit from the high levels of 1936. 
Dominion Finance 

With a gain of $200,238 in income taxes in March over last year, total revenue 
secured by the Dominion of Canada for the fiscal year ended March 31, 1938, 
from this source, amounted to $120-4 million and indicated an increase of $18 
million over the previous year. This gain, added to that previously reported in 
customs and excise of $44-7 million brought the total increase in Dominion 
taxation revenue for the year to $62-7, an amount higher by some $21 million 
than the estimate made early in 1937. Total taxation revenue amounted to 
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$439 -4 million, as compared with $376-7 million for the fiscal year ended March 
31, 1937. 
Sales and similar excise taxes reached a new high in history of over $174 
million, showing an increase of $28-9 million. The income tax was next in 
amount in gain registered, while customs duties rose $9-6 million to $91-6 
million. Revenue from spirits, tobacco, cigars, cigarettes, etc., rose $6-2 million 
to $52-2 million. 
Conditions in the United States 


Industrial activity in the United States was practically unchanged in 
March after seasonal adjustment. The total value of construction awarded 
increased, residential building contracts rising for the second consecutive month. 
The gain in iron and steel production was of approximately seasonal proportions. 
Loadings of miscellaneous merchandise on the railways expanded slightly more 
than usual at this time of the year while the output of electric power reflecting 
exceptionally mild weather in March, declined more than normal for the season. 
Passenger car production did not respond to seasonal influences during March. 
Daily average production of tires and tubes showed further decline. Rubber 
prices were at a lower level than at any time since February, 1934. Further 
improvement was shown in the consumption of raw silk and cotton during the 
month under review. The winter wheat crop was reported to be in good con- 
dition. Losses of wheat from winter kill were small and acreage remaining 
for harvest may be the largest on record. Acreage sown to spring wheat was 
reported at about 6 p.c. less than in 1937. 

Wholesale commodity prices remained at the February level during the 
first two weeks of March but tended downward during the last two weeks and at 
the last of the month were at the lowest point since June, 1936. Notable declines 
were shown in coffee, rubber, hides and wheat. Prices of most meat animals, 
on the other hand, showed marked gains. The decline in common stock prices 
was practically uninterrupted during the month. A part of that decline was 
counterbalanced by a rally in the early weeks of April. Government bonds were 
subject to pressure, the average yield of eight long-term treasury loans rising 
from a 2-22 p.c. to a 2-32 p.c. yield basis. 


Conditions in the United Kingdom 

The reaction in business operations which began in the latter part of 1937 
continued throughout the first quarter of the present year. The most notable 
feature of recent weeks was the persistent decline in the volume of new orders 
secured by industry. Stocks of partly finished and finished goods have accumu- 
lated and barring an early revival of demand, many industries may be forced to 
curtail operations. Adverse features included the downward trend of world 
economic activity and a reduction in new civil investment for the home market. 
The steady increase in defence expenditure is not sufficient to offset the impact 
of adverse conditions in other lines. The decline in world economic activity 
and international trade was reflected in the indexes of wholesale prices and 
shipping freight rates. While the decline in activity from the autumn of 1937 
was relatively slight, the drop was sufficient to counterbalance the expansion in 
the second and third quarters of last year. 

The number of insured persons at work in Great Britain increased from 
11,309,000 on January 17, to 11,324,000 on February 14, but the improvement 
was less marked than usual. Moreover, the number of unemployed on the 
registers was 238,000 higher than a year ago. Considerable decline was shown 
in the textile trades largely dependent on international trade. Supplies of iron 
and steel have recently accumulated to such an extent that certain sections of 
the market have become seriously congested. Building permits have shown a 
considerable decline from the corresponding month of 1937. Common stock 
prices recorded decline during March in continuance of the reaction lasting for 
about 12 months. The rally in the early weeks of April reflected a revival in 
confidence.

STATISTIQUE COURANTE DE LA SITUATION ECONOMIQUE AU CANADA 


Les influences réactionnaires ont rencontré plus de résistance en mars que le mois précé- 
dent. Il y a eu un léger gain des opérations commerciales en contraste avec le déclin marqué 
des trois mois précédents. Les facteurs argent et banque restent forts, l’indice du rendement 
capitalisé des obligations atteignant une nouvelle cime pour les derniers douze mois. La hausse 
des obligations du Dominion s’est continuée pendant presque un an en contraste avec la réaction 
marquée du premier trimestre de 1937. La position actuelle est relativement élevée, dépassant 
tous les niveaux de la période d’aprés-guerre, excepté pour un bref espace de temps en 1936. 
Les dépéts bancaires ont fait un gain au commencement de mars. Les préts courants étaient 
aussi un peu plus considérables, mais ceci n’a pas empéché les banques 4 charte d’ajouter 4 leurs 
valeurs en portefeuille. 

La force du marché des grains a aidé au maintien du niveau général des prix de gros au 
Canada. Le commerce du grain refléte actuellement |’influence des perspectives de récolte, 
et les conditions atmosphériques ont été favorables. L’indice des produits de la terre a tombé 
de 87-0 en février 485-1. Les produits animaux et les métaux non ferreux donnent une moyenne 
légérement plus élevée que le mois précédent. L’indice général des prix de gros est 4 83-1 com- 
parativement 4 83-6. Les prix de gros de semaine en semaine ont été remarquablement stables 
depuis le commencement de l’année; c’est un contraste avec la hausse du premier trimestre de 
1937. Les prix de gros sont en conséquence A plus bas niveau que la méme semaine de |’an 
dernier. Le cours des actions ordinaires a réagi brusquement la derniére partie de mars, reflet 
de développements adverses en Europe et du prolongement de conditions de dépression aux 
Etats-Unis. L’indice est & 99-2 en mars comparativement 4 107-1 le mois précédent. 

L’indice du volume physique des affaires a fait un gain en mars & la suite d’une réaction 
marquée au cours des trois mois précédents. L’indice compilé sur 46 facteurs et ayant 1926 
comme base marquait 106-7 en février pour monter 4 108-8 le mois sous revue. Les opérations 
ont été inégales, avec un bon nombre d’augmentations brillantes. 

Les exportations de cuivre ont été plus considérables qu’en tout autre mois, s’élevant a 
53,800,000 contre 32,800,000 livres en février. Le gain des exportations de nickel a été moins 
que normal pour la saison, l’indice reculant de 332 & 252. Les expéditions du mois ont été de 
20,400,000 de livres comparativement A 19,300,000 en février. Les exportations de zine ont été 
plus grandes qu’en tout autre mois de mars, le total étant de 35,200,000 livres comparative- 
ment 4 27,700,000 en février. Aprés ajustement pour variations saisonniéres toutefois, il y a 
déclin. Les expéditions d’or ont monté brusquement en mars A leur point le plus élevé de l’his- 
toire. Le total est de 406,231 onces fines comparativement A 333,315 le mois précédent. L’indice 
ajusté a monté de 234 4 278. Les expéditions d’argent ont été plus fortes qu’en tout autre mois 
de mars de |’aprés-guerre, leur total étant de 3,300,000 onces fines. L’indice ajusté a monté 
de 105 en février 4 169. Les exportations d’amiante montrent de l’accélération en mars, les 
expéditions atteignant 10,371 tonnes, pour les meilleures qualités, comparativement 4 7,913 en 
février. Le gain dans les exportations de bauxite est moins que normal pour la saison, |’indice 
reculant de 145 4 113. La production de charbon montre une régression par comparaison au 
mois précédent, méme aprés ajustement pour variations saisonniéres, mais elle est cependant 
plus forte qu’en tout autre mois de mars depuis 1929. La production totale est de 1,220,000 
tonnes contre 1,390,000. 

Les industries alimentaires montrent un gain en mars, aprés ajustement saisonnier, l’indice 
montant de 89-5 4 93-6. La production de farine, 4 849,228 barils, s’est presque maintenue. 
Les raffineries de sucre ont été plus actives, l’indice montant de 38-8 4 46-2. La production de 
la troisiéme période de quatre semaines est de 26,000,000 de livres contre 19,950,000 en février. 
L’industrie des salaisons a été particuliérement active en mars, l’indice avancant de 10 points 
& 142. Les abatages de bovins ont été plus considérables qu’en tout autre mois de mars des 
derniers dix-huit ans, le total étant de prés de 130,000 contre 91,700 en février. Il y a eu déclin 
dans les abatages de moutons et d’agneaux et augmentation de ceux de pores, l’indice avancant 
de 126 4139. Il y a aussi des gains dans la production de fromage de fabrique et de beurre de 
crémerie, aprés ajustement saisonnier. La production de beurre de crémerie a été plus forte 
qu’en tout autre mois de mars depuis 1932. Cette production a dépassé 10 millions de livres 
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comparativement 4 7,500,000 en février. Il y a eu un gain considérable dans les exportations 
de saumon de conserve, l’augmentation étant plus grande que la normale de la saison. Les 
dédouanements de tabac ont été lourds, l’indice avancant de 183 4191-5. Le,nombre de cigares 
livrés & la consommation a été plus grand qu’en tout autre mois de mars depuis 1929 et les dé- 
douanements de cigarettes ont été plus considérables qu’en tout autre mois de mars dans l'histoire. 
Le nombre de cigares et de cigarettes livrés 4 la consommation est de 11,100,000 et de 529,300,000 
respectivement. La consommation de coton brut, mesure de l’activité des cotonneries, a été de 
9-97 millions de livres contre 8-3 millions en février, indice avancant de 101 4 129. Les im- 
portations de filé et de fil de coton ont reculé, tandis qu’il y a eu augmentation considérable 
dans les importations de laine pour plus ample transformation. Le total des importations de 
laine est de 3,600,000 livres comparativement 4 1,500,000 en février. Le composite des trois 
facteurs mesurant les activités de l’industrie textile a monté de 108 4 131. 

L’industrie forestiére a été moins active en mars que le mois précédent, aprés déduction 
d’une marge pour les tendances saisonniéres. Le composite des quatre facteurs a reculé de 111 
4 103. Le gain dans la production de papier 4 journal a été moins que normal pour la saison, 
lindice tombant de 12 points, 4 136-8. Les exportations de madriers et de planches ont dé- 
passé 147,000,000 de pieds comparativement 4 118,000,000 en février. L’augmentation est 
légérement inférieure aux perspectives saisonniéres, l’indice reculant de 75-8 4 73-2. Les ex- 
portations de bardeaux ont été plus considérables qu’en tout autre mois de mars de |’aprés- 
guerre. Elles donnent un total de 310,000 carrés contre 205,000 en février. 

L’industrie primaire du fer et de l’acier a été plus active en mars. La production de lin- 
gots d’acier a été de 118,676 tonnes longues comparativement 4 98,980 en février, l’indice avan- 
cant de 150 4 161. Il y a aussi avance dans la production de fonte en gueuse qui a monté de 
61,447 4 66,228 tonnes. La production d’automobiles montre un gain léger qui est cependant 
inférieur 4 la normale de la saison, le total étant de 16,806 unités contre 16,066. L’incide a reculé 
de 80-1 4 62-2. 

Le gain dans la production de coke a été légérement inférieur 4 la normale de la saison; 
le total est de 218,233 tonnes comparativement 4 199,340 le mois précédent. L’indice a monté 
de 127-24 128-8. Il y a eu gain considérable dans les importations de pétrole brut 4 61,000,000 
de gallons comparativement 4 un peu plus de 40,000,000 en février, l’indice montant de 142 a 
168. Les importations de caoutchouc brut ont été considérablement plus lourdes en mars que 
le mois précédent, méme aprés ajustement. Le total est de 4,800,000 livres comparativement 
& 1,400,000 en février, l’indice avancant de 43-5495. La fabrication d’enveloppes de pneuma- 
tiques a été un peu moindre au cours du dernier mois sur lequel les statistiques sont connues, 
l’indice tombant de 75 a 63. 

L’industrie de la construction a été plus heureuse en mars. L’indice composite, basé sur 
les contrats adjugés et sur les permis de bAtir, monte de 31 en février 4 45-3 le mois sous revue. 
Les coritrats adjugés donnent $10,400,000, tandis que les permis de batir montrent une valeur 
de $3,560,000. Il y a eu gain considérable dans la production d’énergie électrique comparative- 
ment au mois précédent. L’indice a monté de 167 4173. La production du mois est de 2,258 
millions de kilowatt-heures comparativement 4 2,058 millions. Aprés ajustement saisonnier, 
les chargements de wagons se sont bien maintenus en mars A leur niveau du mois précédent, 
indice restant inchangé 4 75. Les exportations montrent une augmentation A peu prés égale 
aux perspectives saisonniéres, le total étant de $75,100,000 comparativement 4 $60,980,000. 
L’indice, aprés ajustement pour les changements de prix et pour les considérations saisonniéres, 
marque 80-3 comparativement 4 80-4 le mois précédent. 


Permis de batir 


La valeur des permis de bAtir émis en mars par 58 cités est de $63,600,000, une augmentation 
de $1,200,000 ou 50-6 p.c. sur février, mais une diminution de 46-7 p.c. sur le méme mois de 
l'année derniére alors que la construction nouvelle comprenait plusieurs grands édifices indus- 
triels. Le total cumulatif du premier trimestre est de $7,800,000 comparativement 4 $10,500,000 
la méme période de l’an dernier. La Nouvelle-Ecosse, le Nouveau-Brunswick, le Québec, le 
Manitoba, la Saskatchewan et ]’Alberta montrent des gains sur mars 1937. 


Ventes des magasins 4 rayons 


Les ventes des magasins 4 rayons au Canada sont en moyenne de 6-6 p.c. inférieures en 
mars 1938 & celles de l’an dernier, d’aprés une compilation préliminaire des ventes mensuelles, 
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fournie par tous les plus gros magasins 4 rayons. L’indice préliminaire non ajusté, sur une base 
des ventes mensuelles moyennes pour 1930 placées 4 100, est de 66-1 pour mars 1938 compara- 
tivement & 57-8 pour février et 70-8 pour mars 1937. Ce déclin de mars comparativement a 
Yan dernier est attribué en partie au fait que PAques était cette année trois semaines plus tard 
que l’an dernier. En faisant une marge pour les différences dans le nombre de jours ouvrables 
et aprés un ajustement. plus ou moins arbitraire pour la mobilité de la date de PAques, il est estimé 
que les ventes ont été d’environ 2 p.c. inférieures en mars de cette année comparativement a 
l’an dernier. 


Prix de gros 

Les prix de gros sont restés trés stables pendant la partie écoulée de l’année courante. Les 
fluctuations hebdomadaires ont été remarquablement légéres les quinze premiéres semaines 
de l’année. Bien que le niveau général soit stable, il y a eu des changements considérables dans 
plusieurs commodités. Les métaux non ferreux, le caoutchoue et les textiles ont subi des ré- 
actions violentes. Les prix mondiaux de l’argent ont aussi fléchi 4 la suite de la suspension des 
achats au Mexique par les Etats-Unis. Au commencement de l’année, les prix de gros montraient 
une avance sur la période correspondante de 1937. Les quatorze premiéres semaines de 1937 
enregistrérent une avance remarquable et comme résultat, il y a actuellement un déclin de 4 
p.c. comparativement & la méme semaine de l’an dernier. Les produits animaux ont avancé 
de prés de 7 p.c., tandis que les produits des champs ont baissé de prés de 10 p.c. et les métaux 
non ferreux de 25 p.c. Le caractére anormalement réactionnaire de la position statistique mon- 
diale du blé, ajouté aux perspectives favorables de la récolte prochaine en Europe et en Amérique 
du Nord, a eu pour résultat d’abaisser les prix en mars, malgré des ruées intermittentes d’achats 
de sources peu ordinaires. Celles-ci comprenaient |’Espagne, le Portugal et les achats substan- 
tiels de blé australien par la Russie pour expédition & Vladivostock. Les prix de la farine ont 
été grandement en sympathie avec ceux du blé. Bien que la consommation de cuivre soit restée 
assez satisfaisante en dehors des Etats-Unis, les prix sont tombés 4 bas niveau a la fin du mois. 
La perspective d’une avance soutenue des valeurs dépend d’une amélioration définie dans le 
commerce américain. La position statistique dans les autres pays est supposée bonne, mais 
les stocks de cuivre aux Etats-Unis deviennent encombrants. I] n’y a pas eu de ralentissement 
dans la demande pour le nickel sur les marchés anglais, parce que le programme de réarmement 
exige de trés forts tonnages. La cote est restée inchangée. Le comité international de régle- 
mentation du caoutchouc s’est réuni le 29 mars, mais n’a pas fait de changement A ses contin- 
gentements et a remis au 31 mai la fixation des contingentements pour le trimestre juillet-septem- 
bre. Le marché en a été désappointé, et comme il était déja faible, en sympathie avec New- 
York, la cote a subi un nouveau déclin violent. 


Coat de la vie 


Des augmentations modérées des denrées alimentaires et des combustibles sont cause d’une 
hausse de l’indice du cotit de la vie de 83-9 en février 4 84-2 en mars. Le chiffre comparatif 
de mars 1937 était de 82-2. L’indice des denrées alimentaires au détail a avancé de 77-9 a 
78-6, tandis que l’indice du combustible a monté de 86-0 4 86-3, influencé qu’il était par les 
sous-indices suivants: charbon de 86-6 4 86-9; coke, de 87-0 & 87-4; et bois, de 79-0 4 79-9. 
Une légére avance de la quincaillerie n’a pas été assez importante pour affecter l’indice des divers. 


Actions ordinaires 


Le violent déclin du cours des actions ordinaires a été le facteur réactionnaire du mois. Il y 
avait bien eu des avances en janvier et la derniére partie de février, mais les déclins continus, 
de semaine en semaine, en mars, ont eu pour résultat un nouveau bas depuis avril 1935. Les 
développements réactionnaires en Europe et aux Etats-Unis sont en grande partie responsables 
de cette vive régression sur les marchés canadiens. L’indice général du portefeuilliste a décliné 
de 108-9 la semaine du 28 février 4 87-9 la derniére semaine de mars. La reprise des premiéres 
semaines d’avril n’a pu absorber qu’une partie du déclin du mois précédent. 


Finances du Dominion 

Avec un gain de $200,238 en impéts sur le revenu en mars dernier comparativement 4 |’an 
dernier, le revenu global du Dominion pour |’année fiscale terminée le 31 mars 1938, provenant 
de cette source, se chiffre 4 $120,400,000 et indique une augmentation de $18,000,000 sur l’année 
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précédente. Ce gain ajouté a celui déja rapporté dans les revenus de douane et d’accise de 
$44,700,000 porte l’augmentation globale des revenus de taxation pour l’année 4 $62,700,000, 
ce qui dépasse par quelque $21,000,000 l’estimation faite au début de 1937. Les revenus de 
taxations s’élévent 4 $439,400,000 comparativement 4 $376,700,000 l’année fiscale finissant le 
31 mars 1937. 

Les taxes de vente et d’accise ont atteint une nouvelle cime dans l’histoire, 4 $174,000,000, 
montrant une augmentation de $28,900,000. La taxe de revenu est celle qui donne le deuxiéme 
plus fort gain, tandis que les revenus des douanes ont monté de $9,600,000, 4 $91,600,000. La 
taxe sur les spiritueux, le tabac, les cigares, cigarettes, etc., a monté de $6,200,000, 4 $52,200,000. 


SITUATION AUX ETATS-UNIS 


L’activité industrielle des Etats-Unis est restée pratiquement inchangée en mars, apré 
ajustement saisonnier. La valeur globale des contrats de construction a augmenté, les contrats 
pour habitations montrant une avance pour le deuxiéme mois consécutif. Le gain dans la pro- 
duction de fer et d’acier est approximativement conforme aux conditions saisonniéres. Les 
chargements de marchandises diverses par les chemins de fer montrent un peu plus que I’expansion 
normale pour la saison et la production d’énergie électrique, affectée par la température excep- 
tionnellement douce de mars, a décliné plus que normalement pour la saison. La production 
d’automobiles de promenade n’a pas répondu aux influences saisonniéres en mars. La production 
moyenne quotidienne de bandages et de chambres 4 air s’est contractée de nouveau. Les prix 
du caoutchouc sont 4 plus bas niveau qu’en tout temps depuis février 1934. Il y a eu une nou- 
velle amélioration dans la consommation de soie grége et de coton au cours du mois sous revue. 
La récolte de blé d’hiver est en bon état. Les superficies de blé détruit par l’hiver sont trés 
minimes et ]’étendue restant 4 récolter est la plus grande dans les annales. La superficie semée 
en blé de printemps sera d’environ 6 p.c. inférieure A celle de 1937. 

Les prix de gros sont restés & leur niveau de février au cours des deux premiéres semaines 
de mars, mais ont faibli pendant la deuxiéme quinzaine, et a la fin du mois ils étaient 4 leur point 
le plus bas depuis juin 1936. Il y a eu des déclins notables dans le café, le caoutchouc, les peaux 


et le blé. D’un autre cété, les prix des animaux de boucherie montrent des gains marqués. 
Le déclin des actions ordinaires a été pratiquement ininterrompu au cours du mois. Une partie 
de ce déclin a été absorbée par un raffermissement les premiéres semaines d’avril. Les obliga- 
tions du gouvernement ont été sujettes 4 la pression, le rendement moyen de huit emprunts du 
trésor 4 long terme montant de 2-22 p.c. A 2-32 p.c. 


LA SITUATION AU ROYAUME-UNI 


La réaction des opérations commerciales, commencée la derniére partie de 1937, s’est. conti- 
nuée par tout le premier trimestre de l’année actuelle. Le trait le plus notable des derniéres 
semaines se trouve dans le déclin du nombre de nouvelles commandes recues par |]’industrie. 
Les stocks de marchandises partiellement ouvrées ou complétement ouvrées se sont accumulés, 
et, 4 moins d’une reprise de la demande, plusieurs industries seront forcées de ralentir. Les 
facteurs adverses comprennent un affaissement de l’activité économique mondiale et une ré- 
duction dans les nouveaux engagements civils pour le marché domestique. La croissance con- 
tinue de dépenses de défense n’est pas suffisante pour absorber le choc des conditions adverses 
de toute l’année. Le déclin de l’activité économique mondiale et du commerce international 
se réfléte dans les indices des prix de gros et les taux de fret. Bien que le déclin en activité depuis 
l’automne de 1937 soit relativement faible, la baisse est suffisante pour contrebalancer l’expansion 
du deuxiéme et du troisiéme trimestres de l’année derniére. 

Le nombre de travailleurs assurés au travail en Grande-Bretagne a augmenté de 11,309,000 
le 17 janvier 4 11,324,000 le 14 février, mais l’augmentation est moins prononcée que d’ordinaire. 
De plus le nombre de sans-travail inscrits est de 238,000 plus élevé qu’il ya unan. I] y a déclin 
considérable dans les métiers textiles qui dépendent en grande partie du commerce international. 
Les approvisionnements de fer et d’acier montrent tellement d’augmentation depuis quelque 
temps que certaines sections du marché sont sérieusement congestionnées. Les permis de bAtir 
montrent un déclin considérable sur le mois correspondant de 1937. Le cours des actions ordi- 
naires a fiéchi en mars, continuant la réaction qui dure depuis environ 12 mois. Le raffermisse- 
ment des premiéres semaines d’avril a réflété une reprise de confiaace.
